In late JM there were 480 North Korean staybehind agents in Seoul, 
Taejon, Taegu, and other areas of the Republic of Korea (ROK). One 
billion won for the maintenance of these agents was procured by YUN 
Chong-sik (# jf 4 ), finance officer of the Seoul People's Committee, 
largely from foreign funds captured at Inchon. Most of the agents are 
women, old men, and beggars. 


During MMMMICchinese Communist and North Korean intelligence officers 
stated that North Korea would havé revenge on the ROK by the end of 

since the outbreak of sorl@ War II would occur by then. The North 
Koreans and Chinese Communists have only 600 planes, wiich are to be 
suppleuented in the near future by 1,200 planes to be flown by selected 
Chinese, Japanese, and Korean pilots now in training. The Communist 
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officers stated that since this is true, the Communist occupation of 
all Korea is certain, and all Koreans should therefore take refuge 
in North Korea. 
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
